Spoken of to Fillthe Vacant Su- 
preme Court Seat. — 


UNDER PROMISE OF THE PRESIDENT 


That He Should Have the First Vacancy— 
The Direct Tax Refunding Bill and 
Georgia’s Share—Other Gossip. 


Wasurnapon, April 3.—[Special.}—It is 


gaid here by fhe friends of Mr. William L. 
Putuam, of Maine, that President Cleveland 
will tender to him the vacant chief justice- 
ship. “They say that the president intimated 
tohim some time ago that for his conduct in 
elation to the fishery negotiations, he should 
have the first vacancy that oceurred on the 
supreme bench, and they are now of the belief 
that he will fulfill his intimations. Senator 
Gray, of Delaware, isanother gentlemen who 
hasbeen ot late favorably spoken of for the 
yacancy. He has many colleagues in the sen- 
ate, who will endeavor to have him appointed, 
Dut as has been said from the begin- 
ping, no one has yet been named 
who stands an equally good chance 
ef getting the appointment as Speaker 
Carlisic. It is even hinted that the President 
has already intimated to Mr. Carlisle that 
ghould he desire the appointment it would be 
tendered him, but as to Mr. Carlisle’s desire 
for the place no one seems to know whether or 
not he cares particularly about it, except that 
he hasin the past day .or two purchased a 
home here on K street, the most desirable 
residence portion of the city, and will occupy 
4t in a short time. He has heretofore lived at 
the Riggs house, and his recent purchase is be- 
lieved to have been made with the understand- 
ing that President Cleveland would appoint 
him chief justice so soon as his mission of 
having tariff legislation enacted during this 
gession of congress shall haye been completed. 
THE DIRECT TAX BILL. 

Under the provisions of the direct tax bill, 
which'was under discussion in the house today, 
Georgia will receive back from the governinent, 
provided the bill passes, the sum of $117,982; 
Alabama, $18,285 Florida, $4.760; South Car- 
olina, $222,506; Tennessee, $592,004; North 
Carolina, $377,452; New York, $2,603,918, and 
Ohio, Pennsylyania and Illinois all over a mil- 
lion. The totd@hamount to be refunded to the 
several states reaches $17,359,685. 

Colonel Oates, of Alabama, opposed the bill 
today, while Mr. Heard, of Missouri, Hopkins, 
of Illinois and Colonel Elliott, of South Caro- 
lina, fayored it. 

Colonel Elli#tt made his maiden speech 
upon this bill, which was listened to with 
more attention than was bestowed on any of 
the speakers. He dwelt principally upon the 
Beaufort amendment, which, ii adopted, will 
return tothe people of the Beaufort district 
the value of their lands sold’ for direct taxes, 
amounting about a million dollars. Mr. 
Turner, of rgia, will speak in opposition to 
the bill tomerrow.

THE BOND PURCHASE BILL. 


The Senate Adoptaa Substitute for it—Oth- 
er Business. 

W ASHINGTON, April 3.—The resolution here- 
tofore offered by Mr. Riddleberger in the sen- 
ate tu suspend so much of the rules as provide 
for executive sessions during the consideration 
of the fisheries treaty, was taken up., Mr. Rid- 
dieberger said that he had given notice yester- 
day that he would call up the resolution in or- 
der that those who were opposed to it might 
absent themselves and draw upon the courage 
Which they lacked to vote for it. His proposi- 
tion had been beaten from time to time, and 
lad been for five years, by ga the same kind 
of parliamentary practice that had been tried 
today. Hecalled forthe ayes and nays on 
agrecing to the resolution. 

Mr. Edmunds said that as the question was 
on agreeing to the resolution, he desired to 
submit some observations to the senate which 
he did not care to submit to her majesty’s min- 
isters just at present. He therefore moved 
that the galleries be cleared and doors closed.

o'clock was executed. 

The senate at 3:10 p. m., after two hours 
spent in secret legislative session, opened its 
doors. During the secret session Mr. R.ddle- 
berger’s resolution to consider the tisheries 
treaty in open session was the only subject of 
debate, but several senators ventured to dis- 
cuss briefly the merits of the treaty itself, be- 
ing however, called to order for so doing. 
Messrs. Edmunds and Hoar madea strong 
fight against the resolution. 

Upon motion of Mr. Butler, the resolution 
was ordered to be referred to the committee 
on foreign relations, only eight senators voting 
in negative—Messrs. Farwell, Frye, Mitchell, 
Platt, Plumb, Sawyer, Stewart and Teller, Mr. 
kitddleberger was paired and did not vote. 

After the public session was resumed, the 
bond purchase bill was takenJ#ip and a vote 
was taken on Mr. Palmer’s motion to recom- 
mit the Dill. 

The motion was rejected—yeas 20, nays 31.

THE DIRECT TAX, 


The House Discusses the Senate Bill—Pen- 


sion Bills. 

Wasuineton, April 3.—In the house, on 
motion of Mr. McMillan, of Tennessee. five 
thousand additional copies of the tariff bill and 
reports were ordered printed. 

Mr. Culberson, of Texas, chairman of the 
committee on judiciary, called up_the special 
order, the senate direct tax bill. 

Mr, Foran, of Ohio, antagonized this with 
motion that the house go into committee of the 
whole on the pension appropriation bill. 

Mr. Foran’s motion was lost, yeas 05, nays

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama; at the last mo- 
ment changed his vote from the atlirmative to 
the negative for the purpose of making a mc- 
tion to reconsider the vote.

He argued that 
under the constitution congress had ae 
right and power to lay a direct tax; t he 
denied the constitutional right of congress to 
refund a tax which had been legally levied 
and applied. A democrat was not entitled to 
be considered as such when he legislated out- 
side of the constitation. The fact that his 
state would get a certain amount of money 
would never influence his (Oates’) action 
where there was a Maiter of sound democracy 
and constitutional government involved. If 
the houso was determined to pass this” bill, it 
should include one for the refunding of the 
cotton tax, a tax which had been unconstitu- 
tionally levied, bevcanse it was a tax which 
in the very nature of things could 
net be uniform through the United States.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 
A Favorable Report—The Strike Inguiry Bill 

—Secretary Fairchild’s Communication. 

W asuinoton, April 3.—The house commerce 
committee has ordered a favorable report on 
the resolution to provice for a cougressional in- 
quiry into the engineers’ strike in the west. 
The resolution adopted was a substitute for 
Mr. White’s resolution, which limited the in- 
quiry to the Burlington railroad, and made no 
reference to interstate commerce. It is prac- 
tically identical with that introduced by Mr. 
Anderson, of Iowa, which was referred to the 
committee on rules, and is sfill before that com- 
inittee. 

Secretary Fairchiid has sent a commmunica- 


tion to the speaker of the house, calling par- 
ticular attention to the condition of the appro- 
priation for the collection of revenue from 
customs for the fiscal year whieh will end 
June 30th next, and urging a supplemental! 
appropriation to defray the expenses of the 
custoins service for the current fiscal year of 
$450,000. The secretary shows that the re- 
ceipts from fines aud other miscellaneous 
sources Which form a part of the fund for ex- 
penses of the fcustoms’ service have 
been overestimated, while the amount of 
revenue collections have increased, causing a 
corresponding increase in the expense of col- 


| lection over last year, when the appropriation

LOCKED IN AND BURNED, 


Five Priseners Perish at the Burning of a 
Jail. 

Miumpuis, Tenn., April 5.—Just before day- 
light this morning, the jail at Friar’s Point, 
Miss., was discovered on fire. Desperate efforts 
were made to release five prisoners it con- 
tained, but without success, and they perished 
in the flames. They were William Gray, under 
sontence of ten ‘years for arson and robbery; 
Fred Powers, a pal of Gray’s, who was 
also under sentence of five years for robbery. 
Powers, under arrest for an assault with intent 
to kill; Andy Brown, (colored) under death 
sentence for murder, and a negro boy,aged 
fifteen, who was crazy. There is no doubt but 
what Gray set the jail on tire,as_ he had 
threatened to do so. The jail was a substantial 
brick building, aportion being occupied b 
chancery and circuit court clerks, who succeed- 
ed in saving the connty records,

The Michigan Central Railroad in 
the Trouble. 


A STRIKE OF VERY SHORT DURATION. 


Not a Wheel Moving on Account of a Few 
“Q." Cars--Meeting of the General Ad- 
visory Board of the Brotherhood. 


CuicAco, April 3.—Not a wheel has. turred 
in the Michigan Central yards sinee 7 0’clock 
this morning, and while no strike has yet been 
declared, the Chicago end of the road, at least, 
is for the present completely tied up, the engi- 
neers, firemen.and switchmen all having de- 
serted their posts, ‘The officials will not admit 
that there is a strike, but sumply say that they 
are doing no work today. 

It is learned that a committee of tif# Broth- 
erhood of Engineers are here from Jackson, 
Michigan, who are earnestly opposed to the 
strike, and they are laboring with the breth- 
ren here to prevent one being declared. This 
explains why the road will not admit that 
there is a strike, They are simply giving the 
men a little lee way. The cause of the present 
state of affairs in the Michigan Central yards 
is the presence there of the ‘‘Q” freight which 
was delivered there yesterday, and the an- 
nouncement by the Michigan Central that 
they would handle all the freight delivered. 

A local paper says the general advisory com- 
mittee of the Brotherliood of Engineers held a 
meeting last night for the purpose of consider- 
ing what steps are necessary to prevent the 
radicals pursuing a course that is feared will 
end in the disintegration of the brotherhood. 
Conservative members have become greatly 
alarmed over the lawless actions of the switcli- 
men, as blame for the actions of the latter is 
placed on the shoulders of the engineers. 
The switchmen, aided by the radicals in th 
brotherhood, it is claimed, have assumed man- 
agement of the strike, and ofticers of the 
brotherhood are no longer consulted as to the 
steps necessary to be taken. Most of the 
membets of the committee strongly urged the 
adoption of the resolution declaring that the 
brotherhood has nothing In common with the 
switchmen, and is in no way responsible for 
their action. 

Mr. Hoge, chairman of the Burlington 
grievance committee, and two or three others 
were the only ones who opposed such action, 
claiming that the aid of the switchmen was 
needed to help the engineers gain the fight 
against the Burlington. They asked 
that the engineers assist the switchmen 
with all the means at their command in 
boycotting every line that insisted on handling 
fricght. After along and animated discus- 
sion, it was decided that the advisory commit- 
tee depart at once for Cleveland and consult 
with Chief Arthur as to the best course to be 
pursued hereafter. When Chief Arthur went to 
Cleveland a few days ago Mr. Hoge assumed 
charge of the strike here and it has been com- 
mon talk that Arthur left here because he 
could no longer control the aggresive element 
in the brotherhood. 

As a result of yesterday’s verbal notice from 
the Rock Island to. the Burlington that the 
former would net handle cars of the latter, the 
Burlingten hes reinstated its complaint against 
the Rock Iskwnd in the United States circuit 
court. Jadge Gresham will hear argument to- 
morrow. The strike, it is stated) -has eae: 
seriously crippled the St. Paul road. Throug 
passenger trains are running on time, but with 
very few occupants. Northwest trains are, on 
the contrary, crowded in an uncomfortable 
manner. 

Tomorrow the St. Paul will join the Bur- 
lington in its attempt to force freight upon 
roads that are now reaping the benefit of the 
strike. The Western avenue yards of the St. 
Paul are full of trains made up for every road 
in the city. At6 o’clock in the morning these 
trains will be distributed to the different roads. 

At2p.m.,the Michigan Central yard em- 
ployes returned to work, An_ ofiicer of the 
company said the men came back uncondi- 
tionally. At a conference between the 
strikers and ofticers of the company and a del- 
egation of the {brotherhood from Jackson, this 
settlement was agreed upon and about 2 p. m. 
the men began returning to work. 

The Burlington officials announced this af- 
ternoon that another general advance would 
be mado by them tomorrow. The delivery of 
cars would be attempted to a large number of 
roads, and the final struggle in the greatstrike 
would in all likelihood then take place. At 
police headquarters special officers were being 
sworn in all day forthe reserve lists of the de- 
partment. Information as to what roads the 
cars would be sent by the Burlington was re- 
fused at the Burlington oflices, No attempt 
to do business was made by thewBurlington to- 
day, the plea being that the police were needed 
at the polls throughout the city where the 
municipal election was in progress. An 
inkling of how the Burlington’s general 
advance tomorrow may be met in some 
quarters lies in the fact that in order 
to reach the Grove street yard, the ‘‘Q”’ trains 
are obliged to pass over a portion of the Alton 
tracks and pay that road mileageon every 
train it sends to Grovestreet, where connec- 
tion is made with tracks of at least six other 
roads. Some five or six switches aré the key 
to the situation. If these are spliced or spiked 
the ‘‘(” cannot deliver cars to these roads. 
This is animminent danger and one that the 
“”’ people evidently fear. Switches of Rock 
Island yards connecting with the Burlington 
track are locked and securely spiked so that 
no Burlington cars can be run into the Rock 
Island yards. 

Officials of St. Paul road discovered today 
that switches communicating ‘with . North- 
western tracks at Western avenue, whereby 
allfreight is transferred from one road to 
another, had been spiked during the night. 
The work of obstruction had been so thorough- 
ly done, that nothing short of tearing up the 
switches would undoit. The first conclusion 
arrived at in the, matter, was that brotherhood 
men had done it, but St. Paul officials took a 
different view of the matter, after considering 
the case, and now hold that spiking was done 
at the instigation of Northwestern officials 
themselves. The St. Paul people say the 
Northwestern people think this the safest way 
by which to avoid trouble, as. the spiking of 
switches preclude the possibility of any freight 
being tendered the Northwestern by the St. 
Paul. 

The circumstances that attracted the most at- 
tention during the day was the seven hours 
strike of the Michigan Centraland Chicago 
yard employes,and their conditionalconsent to- 
having a talk with a delegation of brotherhood 
engineers, who arrived opportunely from Jack- 
son, Michigan. The engineers were greatly 
averse to the strike of the switchmen, and are 
said ‘to have acted upon the advice of Chief 
Wilkinson in refusing to back it upg, The re- 
sult is regarded by many as a return step of the 
brotherhood to its old policy of non-affiliation 
with other labor organizations, and preference 
to win or lose its fight unaided. 

The Michigan Central this afternoon, after 
the short-lived strtke was over, sent the ob- 
noxious Burlington freight forward through its 
yards exactly the same as — other freight. 

General Superintendent Clark, of the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul. said this afternoon that 
there was 10 truth in the pnblished report that 
he had agreed to give the strikers until noon 
today tocome back. He said any of them 
could return proyided they applied for work 
before their places were filled by others. 

Five thousand delegates, representing epgi- 
neers, firemen and switchmen of all roads 
leading to Chicago, hada meeting this after- 
noon to discuss the strike situation. General 
Manager Jeffrey, of the Illinois Central, made 
an extended s h, at the conclusion of which 
it was resolved that men of each road be al- 
lowed to use their own judgment in all ques- 
tion growing out of the strike. This was con-

General Diaz’s Keport to 
Great Tunnel. 
City or Mexico, via El Paso, April 3 
eee) ~The message read by President 
Jiaz to congress at its opening last night is 
the general topic of conversation. It, is uni- 
versally admitted, even by the political ene- 
mies of the administration, that no similar 
doctment ever reported such a general and 
marked improvement in the condition of the 
country as that read last night, although 
merely a history of the principal events since 
theassembling of congress the 6th of last 
September is given. The events have been of 
a importance, and all most favorable to 
lexico. Tho financial statement is by far the 
most satisfactory the president ever has been 
able to report, and the announcement that 
Mexican securities are quoted in London and 
Kuropean markets at the highest prices they 
reached in the history of the country will 
doubtless add much to the popularity of Gen- 
eral Diaz.

THE AMOUNT OF THE FORGERIES 


The Raleigh Bank Robbers tn Low Spirits— 
A Fight to be Made Against Their Ex- 
tradition—Other Criminal News. 


Ravgiog, N.C., April 3.—{Special. }—Today 
some arK ing news was received in regard 
to President Cross and Cashier White, of the 
State National bank in the shape of specials 
from Toronto, Canada. Caldwel! Hardy, cash- 
ier of the National bank,of Norfolk, is there in 
the interest of that bank, which Cross and 
White swindled out of $10,000. Mr. Hardy 
wishes to save his money. Yesterday Cross 
sent for a Toronto detective and made a con- 
fession of his crime, saying: 

“I am very sorry for what has happened. If 
anything should happen to me I want to leave 
everything allright about White; so you go to 
Raleigh and give evidence that will clear 
White. I want to tell you here in the presence 
of White that he had nothing to do with the 
forgeries. I did them all. If anything should 
happen to my wife they will never 
tryme. The bank was in an awful bad state 
when we took hold of it and under our man- 
agement it continued to fail. We saw we 
would have to go to jail,so we decided to try 
the next best thing. We resolved to get as 
much money as we could and skip. We did 
that and it has been for the worse.”’ 

Referring to the forgeries Cross declared 
$15,000 would cover the wholeamount. White 
and Cross are very much depressed in spirits. 
They were before the police court again$this 
morning. The police magistrate read a fresh 
charge against them, preferred by Cashier 
Hardy of stealing $10,000 from that bank on 
the 24th of March last. The prisoners pleaded 
not guilty to this charge and this case was ad- 
journed till Tuesday. The other charge of 
forgery was stricken out and the charge of 
bringing stolen money into Canada substi- 
tuted. 

The trial of theprisoners on this charge was 
postponed until Friday. Chief of Police 
Heartt and District Attorney Busbee are at 
Toronto and are. confident of early return to 
Raleigh with the refugees. 

Mayor Thompson received the following dis- 
patch today from Chief of Police Heartt: 

“Prisoners remanded till Friday next. Very 
much brokenup. The money reported captured 
with them was all they had.”’ 

Busbee and Heartt hopes of soon returning 
with Cross and White, maybe in yain, for Mr. 
Bigelow, who is counselffor the boodlers, says 
he will fight the extradition te the bitter end 
and will assist Hardy in his plan of making 
them disgorge the ten thousand dollars belong- 
ing tothe Norfolk National bank before@he 
will allow them to be brought back to Raleigh. 

It is believed that he is trying te keep up 
this spirit, for both men appear to be utterly 
hacked. Cross expressed contrition and is fear- 
ful concerning the condition of his wife,who has 
been very ill. All thisnews created much excite- 
ment here today. People are now very doubt- 
fulabont the bringing of either Cross or White 
here. Cashier Hardy was here last week, and 
spent two days trying td straighten out the Wank. 
He expresses his belief that White will be 
given safe conduct acrossthe line. so that he 
can aid in getting the . bank’s books in proper 
shape.

His Family Mourns Him as Dead, While the 
Old Sinner is in London. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 3.—[{Special. |— 
Old Californians weré. shocked last September 
to hear that C. H. Hobbs, a pioneer, who 
made afortune at San Jose and built the 
costliest residence in that city, had been killed 
in the Transvaal by his partner. It was un- 
derstood that Hobbs was engaged in diamond 
mining and that the disputs grew out of a 
division of the profits. The story was given 
with great detail, and biographies of Hobbs 
were printed in ail the papers here. His 
family at San Jose went into mourning. 

A few days ago ex-lark Superintendent 
Hennessy, of San Francisco, returned from a 
visit to London. Ina talk with your corre- 
spondent this afternoon he declared that Hobbs 
was alive in London and was engaged in a 
large financial] scheme to dispose of the Trans- 
vaal raiiroad,*of which he had secured the con- 
trol. Said Mr. Hennessy: 

“I was in McMurdo’s office, in London, when 
who should walkin butaman that was the 
very image of the man Hobbs. I stared at him 
and he hastily left the office. When he went 
out Isaid: ‘If I didn’t know old Hobbs, of 
San Jose, was dead and buried in the Trans- 
vaal I should say that was Hobbs who just 
came in here.’ ”’ 

‘‘Mr. McMurdo laughed ‘and replied: ‘That 
was Hobbs,’ and then he told this strange story. 
It seems Hobbs got the ided that he could 
secure control of the Transvaal railroad. In 
order to rush his scheme secretly he caused the 
report to be sent out to America that he had 
been. shot. He had this report published in 
south African papers. Then he began to work 
his cards, and soon had possession of the rail- 
way. He expects to get $500,000 for the 
property, as both England and Germany 
covet it.”’

The Terrible Desperado of Gil- 
mer County. 


A Reminiscence of the Guerrilla Warfare 
of North Georgia—Ellijay in the 
Hands of Marauders. 

Exuuay, Ga., April 2,—[Special.}—The 
valleys of Gilmer county are smillng with 
peace, yet there was atime when they ran 
with blood. These were days of war, when 
men’s minds did not turn to thoughts of love, 
and when the better part of nature was subject 
to the dominion of Mars. 

Although this county was about forty miles 
from the line of march of the invading army, 
and though a federal soldier was never seen 
here until after the surrender, yet uo people 
nm the state suffered more from the horrors of 
war than did those residing within bugle call 
of Ellijay. Here, as in several surrounding 
counties, was wageda guerrilla warfare of the 
most bloody character. The contending fac- 
ticns were the “Tories,” ‘‘Bushwhacker,” or 
“Hogb ” whosympathized with the fed- 
erals, © one side, and the confederate 
“Scouts,” or ‘Guerrillas,’ on the other. 

«These men usually went in bands of twenty- 
five or thirty, wifh some desperately brave 
man as their leader. Their deeds are yet 
spoken of with bated breath, as if fearful that 
even now some of them might rise up and de- 
mand satisfaction. 

*‘] knew many of these men,’ said an old 
citizen today, ‘“‘and was intimately acquainted 
with some of the most noted desperadoes of 
those desperate times.’’ 

On being asked to continue, he said: 

“There was on the side of the bushwhackers 
Bill Noblett and a man named Tray, alias 
Woody, alias Ringwood. On the other side 
there were Ben and Bob Jordan, Cal Glenn, 
Tom Polk Edmondson, bud Freeman, John 
Gatewood, and many others. 

“John Gatewood! I have seen the time 
when the mention of that name would cause 
the stoutest ‘.eart to quail and blanch the 
cheek of men who knew no such thing as fear. 
He was known far and wide as the bravest of 
the brave, and he was desperation itself. He 
had been the hero of some of the bloodiest bat- 
tles ever fought, and he and his band had the 
reputation of having slain‘‘union’’men almost 
without number. I had heard s6 much of him 
and his desperate deeds that I 
had painted himin my fancy as something 
monstrous in appearance, and almost expected 
on meeting him to see the cloven foot. But 
how different the reality! 

“One day in 1864 the little town of Ellijay 
was startled by ascries of the most terrible 
yells that ever fell on human ears. Soon the 
square around the courthouse was filled with 
a band of men whose conduct would have dis- 
graced a tribe of Apaches. Drinking, swear- 
ing, swaggering, yelling, hooting, shooting, 

they rode the streets, plundering houses, in- 
sulting women and slaying men. 

* After about an hour of riotous revel the 
band disappeared, and the streets were again 
guiet. But it was the quiet of desolation and 
death! The jail had been totally demolished, 
the courthouse was a wreck, and the home of 
every family who sympathized with the south 
had been ruthlessly entered and everything 
destroyed. 

“My own home was ascene I shall never 
forget. Barrels of syrup and feather-beds 
were opened together inthe floor; pictures 
were broken, books torn up, clothing burned 
or carried off, and nearly everythimg in the 
house destroyed. 

“On the street lay Judge Inlow, dead. He 
had been shot through the heart without a 
word of warning. A few yards distant lay 
Jake Pearcy, another citizen, wounded nigh 
anto death. 

*“*‘This was the work of an hour, and was 
done by beings calling themselvesmen. They 
were led by that infamous being with the 
many aliases, that day cailing himself ‘Tray!’ 

**The next day, for the first time, Isaw John 
Gatewood. How different he was from what I 
had imagined him. He had heard of the out- 
rages commitied in Eliijay, and with about 
thirty of as brave men as ever rode with Quan- 
treli he had come for reve)iye or retalliation. 

“Gatewood rode a magnificent large, grey 
horse, whose high head and spirited carriage 
seemed to indicate that he was conscious of the 
fact that he bore a worthy rider. When Gate- 
wood and his band had ridden up into the 
public square the leader dismounted and, 
learning from some one that I was a brother of 
one who had often ridden by his side alinost 
into the jaws of death, he at once approached 
geo and told me who he was. 

“lie was about six feet tall, broad shoul- 
dered, and handsome as a picture. His hands 
and feet were small, and on his finger flashed 
a diamond ring of dazzling brilliance. He had 
dark auburn hair, which hung in heavy curls 
down to his shoulders.

But 
Jet his soul be fired by the impulse of revenge, 
and the dark eyes flashed fire, the delicate 
hand held the bridle rein with the grip of a 
vice. 

“When I first saw himhe was elegantly 
dressed, and his mild manners and soft, low 
Yoice seemed better fitted toa modern dude 
than a dashing cavalry rider. The four heavy 
mavy revolvers which were buckled around 
him, alone, of all his paraphernalia, bespoke 
the desperate trade he followed.

“A few days later I heard news which proved 
that the wrongs suffered by the people had 
been terribly avenged.

*Tray’s’ band of desperadoes into their moun- 
tain retreats, where a terrible encounter took 
place. The men fought with the knowledge 
that their deeds cried aloud for blood, and that 
Gatewood’s menjowed neither mercy nor quar- 
ter. The encounter had such a wholesome 
effect upon ‘Tray’s’ partizaes that they grad- 
wally disappeared afterward. 

“Gatewood.was at this time about twenty- 
two years of age. He was born in East Ten- 
messce. When he was about seventeen his 
home was visited by a band of marauders who 
plundered his house, bound him with ropes, 
and in his presence grossly insulted his mother 
and sisters, killing one of them. 

“When they left and his bonds were loosed, 
he swore a terrible oath of vengeance.

4 Negro Is Thrown from a Train and 
Killed—His Name Is Unknown. 

Macon, Ga., April 3.—(Special.J|—About 
half-past six o'clock yesterday morning a body 
of an unknown negro was found near Strat- 
ton’s brickyard, lying within twenty feet of 
the E. T., V. and G. railroad track. His neck 
and collar-bone were broken in such a manner 
as to indicate a sudden and totally un- 
looked for shock. Many theories are ad- 
vanced as to the causes of death, the 
most probable onc is, that decease din attempt- 
ing tojump from the train which passes this 
place at a high rate of speed undertook to 
alight on both feet,but the rapid motion of the 
train threw him on his back.

holds, for he cannot lead his committee. much ‘less 
the whole house, ona question of imyortance. 
Texas is a big state and the population much mixed, 
else Mr. Mills would tive had serious difficulties in 
holding his seat thus long, forit has been allowed 
him for other reasons than ability or statesmanship,

Why then did Mr. Carlisle thus affiiet the demo- 
eratic party with Mr. Mills?

Bleckley, C. J.—1, 2. Though wiiile the de- 
claration is imperfect the case be in default, 
after the declaration is perfected by a material 
amendment the defendant may plead instanter 
to the matter of the amendment without pay- 
ing costs.

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The President and the Democracy. 
The rumors we hear occasionally from 
Washington that President Cleveland will 
not permit the use of his name for renomi- 
nation we hope are without foundation. 

The president could not take this course 
after his departure from the platform on 
which he was elected without being 
charged with a want of courage. 
It is said that General Haneock was doubt- 
ful about accepting the nomination in 1880, 
when he read the tariff for revenue only 
platform. ‘There would have been some ex- 
cuse for him not doing so, for he had noth- 
ing whatever to do with making it. His 
refusal to enter the race when he found out 
what it was would not have lost him many 
friends. 

It is different with President Cleveland. 
He has substituted the views of a minority 
of the Chicago convention on the tariff for 
the platform adopted when he was nomi- 
nated, and no man hasever been found who 
could jead the party to victory on that line. 
We are willing to trust President Cleveland 
and try it again with him, and do what we 
can to elect him; while we differ with his 
plan on tariff. Many a good soldier has 
fought in battle, and bravely too, when he 
disapproved or did not understand the plan 
of the fight. For the president to shrink 
from the contest when others think there is 
doubt about his party being successful on 
account of issues which were forced by him 
and not bythe party which elected him, 

‘would be in keeping withthe conduct of a 
man who would send a challenge and then 
refuse to fight because the man he chal- 
lenged accepted. Besides, on the line 
mapped out by the president, who can lead 
the party? Shall we try Morrison, his 
right-hand man? He was defeated for con- 
gress in hisown district at the last election 
on the same issue.‘ Shall we try Carlisle? 
He came so near being defeated in the last 
election that there was a contest for his 
place. It istrue we might try Mills; he 
earried Texas by over one hundred thousand 
majority against prohibition, but somehow 
a majority of the democrats in congress 
have shown a want of faith in Mills by sub- 
stituting Breckinridge in his place to take 
charge of the bill of his committee, and 
even the whisky men do not kick at the 
change. 

The truth is, President Cleveland must 
make the fight, and he should have the 
game right to make his platform that Mr. 
Tilden had. Mr. Tilden dictated every 
word of the St. Louis platform of 1876. 
The committee did not change a single line 
and they were sensible for not doing so. 
There was no such foolishness as free trade 
in it. Nornosuch foolishness as ‘tariff 
for revenue only.’’ His platform was suc- 
cessful and he was @lected. President 
Cleveland should not only have the right to 
make his platform but to say who shall run 
with him as vice-president. Certainly no 
one who is willing to trust him to outline 
the principles of the party will object to his 
selecting his own associate. The conven- 
tion comes off before the republican conven- 
tion. This was done to please President 
Cleveland. It would make all the work of 
the national democratic committee in refer- 
ence to this call very foolish for him to de- 
cline to permit the use of his name. 

The president should stand firm. We 
think he committed a great mistake when 
he indorsed the internal revenue system, 

sed by a republican congress, and made 
odious by repeated maladministrations, but 
‘outside of this, with the single exception of 
his pecniiar views onthe civil service, we 
think he has made the best president the 
country has had for years.

New York Abandoned, 

For political candor commend us to the 
Philadelphia News, a red hot republican 
organ of the Quaker city. True, frankness 
in a republican organ is arare thing, but a 
recent editorial inthe News isthe rarest 
exotic we have yet seen in the republican 
garden.

“let New York alone,” and in a plainly 
put better-be-careful editorial shows that

More than this, the state offices are 
more democratic today than ing1884, and the state 
basa democratic governor today whose sole aim

Since 1872, and including that year, New York bas 
gone democratic eleven times out of fifteen. The 
four times when it has voted the re; ublican ticket 
were exceptional. Once was the Greeley year, 
which *‘don’t count; the second time was when 
‘Tammany bolted with nearly 78,000 votes; the third 
time was when Garfield carried New York by 21,033 
votes only, and the last time wasthe year of his 
@Geath, when “sentiment” he!ped the republicans.

The soundness of this reasoning i» such 
that it ought to demonstrate to the party to 
which the News belongs that New York is 
an iron-ribbed and copper-bottomed demo- 
cratic stronghold. The republicans have 
less chance of carrying New York this year 
than ever before, but the argument of the 
News might well be extended a little further, 
to demonstrate the fact that the republicans 
have no chance of success in the coming 
presidential election. 

The same reasoning can, of course, be ap- 
plied to the solid south with more force 
than to New York, therefore granting that 
the solid south and New York are certainly 
democratic, we have 189 electoral votes 
for the demomcratic candidate, 36 from New 
York, and 153 from the solid south. This 
leaves only ‘twelve more to. get 
to have a majority of the 
total 400 votes of the electoral college. 
Both Connecticut and New Jersey are more 
certainly democratic states than New York, 
according to the very argument of the News, 
for both of them have been more reliably 
democratic for the last fifteen years than 
New York. 

But suppose they had not; the suggestion 
of the News, that the republican candidate 
must come from the west at once carries 
with it the idea that there is not much to 
expect fromtheeast. The republicans can 
carry neither Connecticut nor New Jersey, 
and with the votes of these two states the 
democrats will have 204 votes, or three more 
than a majority. 

There area half dozen other states that the 
republigans cannot count on, and Indiana 
will more than probably keep itself in the 
democratic column. California and Oregon 
will stand by Cleveland for anoter term, and 
it would surprise nobody to see Michigan 
and Minnesota de the same thing.

The novelty of this great exposition, for 
it is the first of its kindin the history of 
the world; and the vast scale upon which it 
will be conducted, will attract the attention 
of every civilized nation. It will be liberal- 
ly supported by the federal government, and 
nothing wil! be wanting to secure its com- 
plete success. 

The people of Atlanta, apart from their 
friendly interest in this enterprise of their 
colored brethren, are also directly interested 
in it in other ways. The holding of the 
exposition here will cause millions of dol- 
lars to be spent in this city. It will be in 
full blast in midwinter, and the immense 
tide of northern travel southward will be 
drawn to this point for a week, or perhaps 
amonth. We may expect fully fifty thou- 
sand visitors—we are not speaking of col- 
ored people, but white visitors, who will 
come from everywhere—and among them we 
may expect to see some of the most famous 
statesmen, philanthropists and scientists of 
Europe. 

It ought to bean easy matter to secure this 
remarkable world’s fair for Atlanta. Noth- 
ing is asked but our hearty indorsement, 
and our people are certainly ready to give it, 
with their warmest wishes for the complete 
success of the enterprise.

The Currency Question.

certainly not be due to the tariff, 

It may be said, however, that the eur- 
rency question isa much more important 
one than our congressmen are willing to ad- 
mit. The continued demonetization of silver 
oppresses the farmers of the country toa 
greater degree than any writer on economi- 
cal subjects has intimated. The - price of 
silver affects the price of both cotton and 
whegt, and the practical demonetization of 
the metal by the United States has cost our 
farmers millions of dollars. 

There is but one remedy for this state of 
things, and that is for congress to provide 
for the free coinage of silver. Not only 
would such a measure at once bring gold 
and silver together sofaras their value is 
concerned, but it would have a tremendous 
influence on the nations of Europe who, for 
purposes of their own, have determined to 
demonetize silver. Chief among these na- 
tions is Great Britain, which is thus enabled 
to buy Indian wheat and cotton for silver 
and sell it for gold. This transaction reacts 
on the United States, and lowers the price 
which our farmers receive for their com- 
moc<ities.

BULLOCK ON HULBERT. 


Containing a Bit of Ancient Po- 
litical History. 


Ex-Governor Bullock Replies to Charges of 
Conspiracy in the Days of Reconstruc- 
tion—The State Road. 


To THE EpirTors OF THE ConsTITUTION: The 
recent death and burial of Colonel E. Hulbert 
has been made the occasion in your and in 
other journals in the state to refer to his pub- 
lic record in a way to suggest doubt as to the 
honorable character of the man. There is 
no positive charge, but the allegation by im- 
plication is that I, being his superior officer in 
the expressservice some twenty years ago, 
caused him to be then appointed chief registrar 
under the reconstruction law, that I might 
through him manipulate the returns of that 
election and ‘‘count myself in’? as governor. 
Even at the risk of seeming to intrude myself 
upon the public notice, I deem it my duty to 
the reputation of a dead man and tothe feel- 
ings of his family to make the following state- 
ment: 

Itis true that in the official organization of 
the express Company at that time I held the 
ranking office. But it was nopart of my 
ofiicial duty to control the action of Colonel 
Hulbert in the management of the division of 
the service placed in his charge,.and he 
was in no sense subordinate to me 
in a way that I could control 
his actions. Furthermore, he was not appoint- 
ed to the oflice of chief registrar upon my rec- 
ommendation or with my knowledge. If I 
had been consulted in advance I should have 
advised him to give his entire time and atten- 
tion to his duties with the express company. 
At the time of his appointment I had no ex- 
pectation or desire of being nominated for gov- 
My belief is that Colonel 
Hulbert was appointed by General Pope, on 
the recommendation of ex¢Governor Brown, 
and it is well known that Governor 
Brown desired that his friend, Judge 
Dawson Walker, of Whitfield, should be 
nominated by the _ reconstructionists anda 
republicans. These facts ought to relieve the 
memory of Colonel Hulbert from the suspicion 
ofany conspiracy with me. But there is 
another notorious fact which makes hisclear- 
ance absolute, 

That fact is, +hat under the congressional 
law it was necessary for a majority of all the 
registered voters to yote on the question of 
calling a convention to form a constitution, 
and the opposition of President Johnson to 
that congressional policy, led by the brilliant 
B. H. Hill, made their campaign of denuncia- 
tion to deter the people from 
voting, so that the requisite majority 
of all those registered should not vote. Ifa 
majority failed to vote it would defeat the re- 
construction scheme of congress. The official 
report of this election, made by Colonel Hul- 
bert, was to the effect that more thau a major- 
ity of all those registered had voted, and the 
convention was called, 

Now, it has never been even hinted that there 
was any ‘‘fraud’’ in this count, and yet here 
was the vital point in the wholescheme. If it 
is unquestioned that he conducted fairly and 
honestly the initial proceedings upon which 
the whole subsequent proceedings rested, we 
must claim for him an honorable record. 

But the second branch of the defamatory al- 
legation against the honor of Colonel Hulbert 
is that Icofspired with him to secure the 
nomination for governor and for sych a count- 
ing of the votes as would elect me and defeat 
General Gordon. 

This grave charge has been in the mouths of 
orators and in the type of newspapers for over 
twenty years. Noman withsense enough to 
be entitled to notice now believes it, and I 
would not now offer refutation of it except 
that it is revived to the discredit of a man who 
is silent in death. 

The truth is that Colonel Hulbert favored and 
worked for the nomination of Judge Walker, 
and his special friends so voted in the conven- 
tion. Other worthy gentlemen were named, 
Colonel H. P, Farrow, Colonel] Wm. Markham, 
Hon. Joshua Hill, etc. The result of the ballot- 
ing was my nomination. Beyond the high honor 
of being governor of this great state, with the 
possible opportunity of being of service in 
reviving material interests which had been 
checked by the war, there was nothing 
attractive to me in the office of governor. The 
positions I then held were highly remunerative 
to me, and it Was ata serious pecuniary loss 
that I gave them up to enter upon the execnu- 
tive duties. No man can truthfully say that I 
ever asked his vote or his influence for the 
nomination or election, and itis not likely I 
would unite in any dishonorable scheme to se- 
cure what I did not want. 

By this time in the history of events Presi- 
dent Johnson had removed General Pope 
from the department, and appointed General 
Meade to the command. 

The opposition had changed its tactics and 
instead of abstaining from voting, as at first, 
they decided to nominate candidates for the 
offices provided for in the new constitution. 
To this end, Judge Irwin, of Marietta, was 
nominated by them. But having held office 
before the war, and aided the confederacy, 
General Meade pronounced him ineligible un- 
der the law. At this juncture, Genera] Gor- 
don, who had not been an ofiiceholder prior to 
the war, was selected, and theelection came on 
with both sides urging all yoters toturn out 
and vote. 

General Meade made nc S8ecret“of his desire 
that the constitution should be ratified and 
that General Gordon should be elected. This 
distinguished soldier, who commanded the de- 
partment, announced that both sides to the 
contest ought to be satisfied .if one got the offi- 
ces and the other got the constitution ratified. 
So solicitious was the commander of the de- 
partment for an unquestioned count that he 
ordered that two representatives of the oppo- 
sition be admitted to each polling place, and 
these persons united in the official certificates. 
As fast as these returns were received 
at the registrar’s office an officer from military 
headquarters made copies and carried them to 
General Meade. The final result was the rati- 
feation of the constitution and my election. 
Before consenting to accept the office I made 
an investigation, which developed the forego- 
ing facts, and satisfied me that there wasno 
reasonable ground forthe allegation, that 
General Gordon had i * rtm out.” If 
there be now doubters, me say that Colo- | 
nel Hulbert’s chief clerk, without whose con- 
nivance a fraud would have not been possible, 
is living, and is an honored citizen of Atlanta 
today. The foregoing ought to relieve the 
memory of Colonel Hulbert from the infamous 
charge that he was corrupt in the performance 
of official duty as chief registrar under the re- 
construction laws. The latter charge is more 
personal to myself, but now that I have this 
matter in hand I will go through with it. The 
latter charge is that Colonel Hulbert was too 
honest to connive with me in robbing the state 
through the operation of the state’s railroad, 
and therefore I dismissed him from the posi- 
tion of superintendent, to which I had previ- 


ously appointed him, as a reward for his fraud | t

he Rev. Mr. Gaines spoke next Amon 
other things he said. “I don’t think this is ;

The races 
get along all right there. Our best people 
are subjected to the vilest insults in those 
second class cars. Not lon ago I wasin one 
of those cars with some of our best colored 
ladies when a lot of low down white men arm- 
ed with whisky flasks used tne cup in the car 
to drink whisky out of.” : 

Pledger remarked here that the Air-Line 
road was getting all the colored travel from 
Athens because it furnished first-class accom- 
modations for first-class fares. He said that 
he had not ridden on the Georgia road once in 
seven years. 

Major Wallace stated that he would be glad 
to hear from the railroad men on this petition 
for two fares. 

Mr, James Taylor, of the Richmond and 
Danville, said that his line charged first and 
second-c fares, and with success, in Vir- 
ginia and the Carolinas. It worked very 
smoothly in South Carolina, where by law the 
rates were 55 cents per mile for first-class and 
3 cents a mile for second-class. It se ted 
the pouet classes from the richer, and worked 
well. ~- 

Mr. Hardee, of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western, said: ‘*Anybody who pays first-class 
fare can ride first-class on our —but any- 
body who misbehaves is at once put out. Our 
conductors have police powers, and are 
strict.’’ 

Just here, Mr. Gaines remarked, that on one 
ocecasion when be was coming up the Georgia 
road, the conductor telegraphed ahead to a 
crowd of ruffians to see that he did not ride in 
the first-class car. A gentleman gave him a 
tr. and told him to blow them to pieces. 

{fe wrote to Mr. Dorsey about this 
outrage, but got no reply to his letter. Mr. 
Dorsey some time after declined to furnish him 
with the usual ministerial ticket. He supposed 
that he did so because of the complaint pre- 
ferred. . : 

Major J. W. Green, of the Georgia road, 
said thathis road has been inveighed against. 
He had heard nothing of these complaints. If 
made to him they would receive attention. 
Major Green believed in equal accommodations 
for the two races, but thought the whites 
should be separated from the blacks. 

Mr. Smith Easley wanted to know if Major 
Green had ever seen any whisky drinking in 
the ladies car. Major Green said that he 
would deal frankly with the question. The 
accommodations should be substantially the 
same, but pe and order required that the 
races should be separated, he thought. 

Rev. Gaines—‘‘MajorjGreen, do you allow 
dogs or convicrs to ride in the ladies’ car?’’ 

Major Green—‘Dogs should be placed in 
the baggage car.’’ 

Rey. Gaines: "I complained about dogs on 
your road, but no notice was taken of the com- 
plaint. ”’ 

Major Green: ‘I am glad these complaints 
are being made. We don’t allow white peo- 
ple to go into the colored car on the Georgia 
road. When the complaints are made to me I 
will attend to them. -Accommodations for 
both races are about the same on the Georgia 
road now—except on the Washington branch. 
They will be equal on that branch by the end 
of this month.”’ 

Mr. White—“I don’t say put me in a parlor 
car with the white people, but when the col- 
ored people pay first-class fare, furnish them 
with a parlor car too. We may want to take 
aberth. I am =o and may wanta 
berth. Don’t ask to put in a car with 
white people. Give colored people a sleepin 
car if they can pay for berths. Give us equa 
accommodations for equal money. That is 
simple justice—that is all we ask.”’ 

Mr. 8B. W. Wrenn, of the East Tennessee 
system: I desire to say that we make no dif- 
ference in accommodations on our road because 
of race, color or previous condition of servi- 
tude. Ican’t agree to two rates. That would 
make matters worse. We are satisfied with 
the 3 eent per mile tariff. First class pa 
ae first class ride on our road.

Mr. Shellman continued: “As this question 
affects the passenger rates and resources of 
this state as compared with other states in the 
union, the figures in this table are of more real 
value than any other species of statistics that 
can be obtained.

Richard ‘Malcolm Johnston the 
Subject Last Night. 


His Kinsmen Read a Sketch of His Life and 
Part of His Writings—doel Chandler 
Harris the Next Subject. 


One ofthase prophets who have honor in 
their own country is Richard Malcolm John- 
ston. His admirers do not wait till he is dead 
to eulogize him; they sing his praises while he 
is yet living, 

The Literary Circle held a meeting last night 
in the parlors of the Young Men’s library. At 
each gathering some author is the subject of 
discussion. Heis talked about with perfect 
freedom, anfi his works are discussed by all of 
the members who have a word to say. Some 
of the members illustrate the beauties of his 
writings, by reading or reciting the most strik- 
ing passages and chapters. 

tichard Malcokn Johnston was the author 
who was discussed last night by the members 
of the Literary Circle. And he proved an ex- 
cellent subject. It was certainly a happy idea 
for Mr. Richard Malcolm Johnston, of this 
city, a nephew of the great writer, to contrib- 
ute an original biographical essay. 

‘‘His ancestors,’’ said the biographer, ‘‘came 
from Scotland and settled in Charlotte county, 
Virginia. His great grandfather, the Rey. 
Thomas Jobnston. was for several years rector 
of the parish of Cornwall. His father, 
the Rev. Malcolm Johnston, a man of broad 
culture and an eminent. Baptist clergyman, 
removed from Virginia in 1808 and settiéd in 
liancock county, Ga., where he passed the 
greater part of his life farming. Powellton 1s 
the site of ‘Dukesboro,’ and here the subject 
of this sketch was born and reared to man- 
hood. In 1867 he removed to Baltimore, and 
has resided there eversince. Mle got his edu- 
cation in the old field schools, one of whicl 
area” as ‘The Goosepond School’ in ‘Dukey 
oro ‘Tales.’ His education was completed i 
the Mercer university, and he was gradu- 
ated when he was eighteen years old. 
A fine imagination was developed 
early by writing and speaking. He 
was in great demand as an orator on public 
occasions. His commencement address to the 
graduates of the University of Georgia in 1856 
led to his election as professor of belles letters 
in that institution. After serving for several 
years he resigned. Whilst filling this position 
he wrote ‘English classics,’ a text book of 


| great merit. In 1860 he established his famous 


boarding school for boysat Rockby. Teaching 
was always his favorite occupation. The first 
of the ‘Dukesboro tales’ were written between 
1861 and 1863, the author using the pen name 
of ‘Philemon Perch.’ He delivered 
weekly lectures at the Peabody Institute. 
His social qualities are the finest. As a _ con- 
versationalist he is unsurpassed. Heis kind- 
hearted, modest, unassuming. He is at home 
everywhere aud makes everybedy feel at 
home in his company. Heis an accomplished 
musician, playidg with great skill the flute,the 
violin and the piano, Heis asnaturalas a 
musician as he isasa writer. His wife, sons 
and daughters are all natural musicians.”’ 

The reading of the biographical sketch (of 
which the above is only a synopsis) 
much applause.

Dr, Chaney’s paper was brief, scholarly and 
elegant. HecomparedjMr.Johnson’s writings 
with those of Charles Dickens.
